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Clinton appoints new counsel, 


pledges cooperation in probe

WASHINGTON — President Clinton 
acknowledged additional White House ‘con- 
tacts with federal regulators about the - 
Whitewater investigation Tuesday. He said 
his administration would cooperate if 
Congress held Whitewater hearings. 

“T haven’t done anything wrong and ’m 
not going to do anything wrong,” Clinton 
said. 

“T revere the responsibility that I have been 
given and I’m not going to abuse it.” : 

Clinton acknowledged. there were addition- 
al contacts beyond the original three but said 
they were “incidental and were follow-up 
conversations which had nothing to do with 
the substance of the RTC investigations.” 

White House press secretary Dee Dee 
Myers said the contacts involved press 
inquiries and were made over the phone or 
with “people bumping into the halls.” She 
said the additional contacts would be docu- 
mented in material sent to special prosecutor 
Robert Fiske. 

Clinton appeared at a news conference to 


announce the appointment of respected 


Washington attorney Lloyd Cutler as senior - 


counsel, replacing Bernard Nussbaum who 
resigned under fire. 

Clinton said that Cutler, 76, would bring “‘a 
firm, uncompromising and steady hand” to 
the White House. Cutler was White House 
counsel under Jimmy Carter. 

Cutler said, “In government, as in other 
aspects of life, trust is the coin of the realm; 
and Mr. President, I pledge myself to do 
what I can to assure that trust is maintained.” 

The White House had resisted Republican 
calls for congressional hearings into 
Whitewater. 

Special prosecutor Robert Fiske also has 
argued against the hearings, saying they 
would pose a severe risk to the integrity of 
his investigation. 

Cutler said that if the House Banking 
Committee goes ahead with hearings, “it 
would be my recommendation that everyone 
in the White House cooperate.” 

“My inclination would be to obviously par- 
ticipate,” Clinton said. 

Six White House officials, including 


Cutler's predecessor Bernard Nussbaum and 
four Treasury officials, are under subpoena 
in the Whitewater investigation. 

Nussbaum resigned under pressure 
Saturday, criticized by White House aides as 
lacking solid political judgment and for 
making Clinton’s problems worse. 

House Banking Committee Republicans 
released a list of 40 Whitewater witnesses 
they want to call before a March 24 hearing. 
But they don’t have power to force them to 
testify: 

The list includes Arkansas figures, current 
and former senior White House aides, offi- 
cials of the savings and loan cleanup agency 
and federal prosecutors. 

A new poll by ABC News found that 36 
percent of Americans believe both the presi- 
dent.and his wife acted illegally in their 
Whitewater dealings. Forty-nine percent said 
Whitewater was a serious matter. 

The survey showed that Republicans in 
Congress also got low marks. Fifty-eight 
percent of respondents said the GOP was 
pressing the issue just to score points against 
Clinton. 


Y, Provo may not remain sheltered 
from increasing gang influence 


Editor’s Note: The following is the second of a 
three-part series which examines. the impact 
the BYU community has on Provo. This 
installment explores the issue of crime.

Parents who send their children to Provo 
hoping the LDS environment will distance 
their kids from gangs and drugs had better 
start looking for another Zion, said Sgt. Brad 
Leatham from the Provo Police Department. 

“Provo has a definite. problem with juvenile 
crime and gang activity,” Leatham said. “If 
trends continue like they have in other cities, 
organized gang crime is going to get worse.” 


In the past few years, gangs have been moy-’ 


ing from coastal cities to the inner states, 
Leatham said. Although Provo’s gang prob- 
lem is not out of control, it is affected by the 
transition. 

“Gangs have gotten bigger in Provo in the 
past year, but they still aren’t anything like 
they are in California,” said Ricardo Ruiz, an 
18-year-old senior at Timpview high school. 

Ruiz moved from San Jose, Calif., to Provo 
a year and:a half ago. He says most teen-agers 
who dress like gang members in Provo 
schools aren’t actually involved in organized 
gangs. 

“It makes me laugh when IJ see tags (graffiti) 
on walls and signs in Provo,” said Ruiz. “To a 
trained eye, the tags here look like a little 
kid’s scribble.” Even if gangs aren’t big in 
Provo now, when teen-agers want to be in 
gangs, real gangs aren’t far behind, Ruiz said. 

“They don’t know what they are getting into 
when they try to be gangsters,” he said. “It 
isn’t about clothes.” 

Getting into these gangs is an opportunity

“Some gangs were introduced to Provo by 
kids from cities who had been sent to Provo 
to live with Aunt Alice so they could 
straighten themselves up,” Leatham said. 

““They may have been small potatoes in 
their gangs at home, but they become ring- 
leaders in Provo.” ‘ 

Gangs have also been introduced to Provo 
by gang members from Salt Lake City, said 
Lt. David Bolda of the Provo Police 
Department. : 

“The worst nights for gang activity (are 
those) when the dance clubs have ladies’ 


nights,” Leatham said. “The Salt Lake City 
crowds come to Provo, sometimes bringing 
gang members who commit vandalism.” 

BYU students don’t play a major role in 
gang activity, but the university brings a 
“little bit of everything” to Provo, said 
Richard Decker of the BYU police depart- 
ment. 

“There is no way to force people to tell the 
complete truth on their applications,” 
Decker said. “Not every bishop is complete-

Twenty percent of suicide vic- 
tims nationwide suffer from alco- 
holism. 

“Drug and alcohol use often are a 
part of suicide,” said David Smart, 
clinical professor of counseling and 
development at BYU. 

The ‘access and munitoring of the 
use of drugs and alcohol is a factor in 
suicide rates, according to a review of 
suicide studies by Morton M. 


Silverman, associate professor of psy-: 


chiatry at the University of Chicago. 

Suicide is! the second leading cause 
of death on college camptses and the 
third leading cause of death among 
15- to 24-year-olds: 

Some accidents, the leading cause of 
death in the age group, may actually 
be more suicides in disguise. It is 
unknown how many accidental deaths 
are mislabeled or masked suicides, 
Smart said. 

Smart said BYU’s suicide rate is a 
lot lower than for non-students 
between the ages of 15 and 24. 

The national suicide rate reveals 
about four suicides per 30,000 people 
while BYU averages one or two sui- 
cides for about the same number of 
people. 

Attempted suicide rates are also 
lower at BYU.

psychiatric tests on children

An Alpine woman’s struggle to 
protect the rights of her two sons 
ended successfully last week when 
the Utah Legislature passed a law 


regulating psychological testing on 


children. 

The debate over juvenile testing 
began when two elementary stu- 
dents in the Alpine district were 
given psychological tests without 
parental permission — asking 
them their opinions on sexual 
behavior, family members and 
other personal information. Their 
mother, Andrea Powell, filed suit, 
prompting the Utah Legislature to 
draft the law. 

The law requires school districts 
to receive written parental permis- 
sion and to provide advanced dis- 
closure before seeking certain 
information from students. 

Written parental consent will be 
valid only if a parent or legal 
guardian has ample time to gather 
information about the test’s admin- 
istration and purpose. It also states 
that written consent is needed if

psychological or psychiatric tests 
or treatments are done on students 
asking certain information about — 
themselves or family members. 

“My third grader objected to tak- 
ing the most recent test because he 
knew we would not want him to 
take it,” Powell said. “But the 
counselor told my son that she had 
talked to his mother and that it was 
okay to take the test. This was not 
true, and it put my son in a very 
awkward position.” 

“Preservation of family freedoms 


_ requires vigilant protection for par- 


ents who are actively seeking to 
raise their children without 
unwanted psychological testing by 
the government and for the govern- 
ment,’ said Matt Hilton, the 
Rutherford Institute attorney han- 
dling the case. 

Gaining parental consent before 
administering psychological tests 
is standard procedure. The parents 
must respond in writing. “That's 
required for us; we don’t side step 
that,” said Dr. Loraine Adams, 
director of elementary education 
and psychological services for the

KIEV, Ukraine — The March 27 parliamentary elections in Ukraine will be 
the first since it gained independence in 1991. 

More than 3,600 candidates have registered to run for 450 seats from districts 
across the nation. 

The main issues are what Ukraine should do about its shattered economy, 
whether it should keep some nuclear weapons, and how it should respond to 
separatist movements in ethnically Russian regions. 

Almost everyone agrees that free-market reforms have stalled and that the 
economy is in desperate shape. 

Many Ukrainians also support the nationalists’ demand to keep some of the 
country’s 176 nuclear missiles. 

Ukrainian President Leonid Kravchuk has said he will not run for re-election 
in June because of the collapsing economy. His withdrawal raises doubt about 
the’ huclear agreement and throws open the presidential race.

happy in theirepresent location in the WAC, that the Cougars have no desire to 
leave the WAC, but would talk to representatives from the Big-12 if approached. 

‘Some cite loyalty to the WAC as a reason to stay in the league. BYU was a char- 
ter member of the Western Athletic Conference in 1962 and has experienced its 
sporting maturation in the league. The Cougars have brought the WAC a National 
Championship in football, arguably the highest college team sporting honor. Ty 
Detmer brought a Heisman Trophy home to the WAC. Last semester, the women’s 
volleyball team just missed a chance at a national championship and the men’s 
cross country was the best in the nation. Today, BYU sports teams are consistently 
at or near the top of the league in every sport in which they compete. 

«But loyalty can only run so deep. The BYU football team now not only has a 
chance to play a Notre Dame-caliber team every Saturday, but they also will have a 
chance to beat ‘these teams. Other BYU sports teams will have the opportunity. to 
‘fine-tune their skills against tough competition throughout the entire season, 
instead of once or twice a season. ; 

Last weekend, the WAC held talks to explore the possibility of expansion and 
looks poised to make the jump. The WAC is waiting for BYU to leave. Do we need 
an invitation to take the plunge? 

Several BYU coaches have expressed their reservations about consistently play- 
ing against the Big-12 powerhouse teams. Some say travel time would be greatly 
increased, recruiting would suffer and teams would not place as high. 

; There is no road trip in the United States longer than the one various BYU teams 
take to Hawaii. True, the teams in the Big-12 are not as locally close as the 
University of Utah and Wyoming, but the adjustment would allow BYU to expand 
ifs recruiting ;base throughout the Midwest, luring a wider variety of athletes, help- 
ing them to place higher in standings. 

i The national media continually talks about the money to be grabbed if BYU ever 
took part in such a merger. Bigger bowl games and more national TV coverage of 
thultiple teams in the same conference equates to a lot more money for the BYU 
Yault than the WAC could ever give, they say. 

; They have a point. 


~Leaving the Western Athletic Conference should have nothing to do with loyalty - 


to the conference. It should also have nothing to do with money. It should have 
Hothing to do, withall of the possible inconveniences that coaches cite. 

i Leaving the WAC would give BYU sports teams a chance to establish themselves 
as the cream of the nationwide.crop. Recruiting will take off. National rankings 
will abound. The Cougars will no longer play victim to the press’ disrespect of the 
Cougar’s ‘inflated’ records against weak WAC teams. 

‘But most of all, BYU sport teams will finally receive the opportunity to challenge 
themselves to their athletic potential.

Recently my International and Area Studies 
397R class sponsored a conference for high 
school students here at BYU. Since we are 
planning a trip to New York City in late March 
to represent BYU at a debate conference, we 
felt it would be an opportune time to have a 
fund raiser. We designed, printed, and tried to 
sell T-shirts to help support the team. 

As time came for the conference, we sched- 
uled the step down lounge in the ELWC to 
have registration and to display our T-shirts. 
There we had planned to collect the money 
and interact with the high school students. In 
scheduling the room, we were asked if there 
was any money changing hands; we replied 
“yes.” Then the nightmare began. 

Shortly thereafter, we received notification 
from the BYU Bookstore who said they would 
be present at our “fund raiser” to collect 
money with their cash register and their 
employee, who, of course, we had to pay. 
They then informed us that they would collect 


- a 10 percent “competition fee” from our T- 


shirts. In order to make the money-we planned, 
we had to raise the T-shirt price by 10 percent. 
Despite all protests, we were forced to “hire” a 
Bookstore employee for at least.two-hours to 
ring up the sales. (We were told it was to pre- 
vent any mistakes in the money handling.) The 
Bookstore also charged sales tax, even though 
it was a charitable cause and no sales tax was 
needed. Of course, this is good for the 
Bookstore,. because after showing proof of a 
charitable cause at the end of the year, they 
can pocket the sales tax they charged. I feel 
that there is absolutely no reason for the 
Bookstore to get involved with fund raisers 
just because they are held in the ELWC. They 
did NO work whatsoever and collected 10 per- 
cent of our sales. 

Since when in the United States does one 
business get to collect a “competition fee”? If 
the Bookstore is not financially stable enough 
to “compete” with 60 students selling T-shirts, 
then perhaps they should shut down. I know 
this is not the case. I urge all BYU club mem- 
bers and administrators to contact the adminis- 
tration to change this ridiculous policy. This 
10 percent fee serves no one but the Bookstore 
administrators and actually harms non-profit 
clubs and BYU-sponsored teams. What ever 
happened to free enterprise?

As a former intelligence officer, I found the 
editorial on March 3 reflects a misunderstand- 
ing of the security procedures used by the 
agencies within the American intelligence 
community. 

The polygraph examination is only one of an 
assortment of investigation tools used to deter- 
mine fitness for access to our nation’s most 
vital information. Other tools include a highly 
detailed background check which includes 
reviews of police, school and credit records 
and psychological profiling, to name a few. 

Polygraph examinations, taken alone are sel- 
dom reliable. Taken in conjunction with the 


results of a background investigation, the relia- - 
_ bility of the check rises. However, no investi- 


gation is foolproof, There simply is no way to 
prevent a person with access to sensitive from 
committing espionage. Government agencies 
take a calculated risk every time a person.is 
approved for access to classified information. 
They trust that the person will obey the law. 
Most of the time, the law is obeyed, but occa- 
sionally it is not. 

We all wish that security could be foolproof. 
However, as long as humans — with their 
ability to choose good or evil — are involved, 
every security system will be at the mercy of its 


-human elements. Our counterintelligence 


forces, on the whole, do a very good job. 
Improvements to the system may be possible, 
but let’s be cautious in assigning the intelli- 
gence community total blame for one man’s 
lack of integrity.

course catalog. But we all know that there is 
still much to be done in this area. 

I speak only from personal experience, but I 
came to BYU with 40 hours of AP ‘credit. I 


- had very little GE to take (no English, no 


math, no language, no American Heritage, and 
very few electives). Now, my particular pro- 
gram in music requires a minimum of 7 semes- 
ters to complete (assuming you don’t change 
your major, and are able to schedule ‘all of 
your courses exactly right). I tested out of the 
first two semesters of my major program. I 
went Spring and Summer terms at least twice 
that I can remember. I received scholarships to 
pay for my tuition, and therefore was able to 
spend the majority of my time studying (full- 
time studying, as noted in the letter, was a very 
critical factor in the timely graduation argu- 
ment). I did not have to repeat any classes. 
And the long and short of it is, for me it will 
have been 7 calendar years (including the mis- 
sion) from start to finish. Now, no one can tell 
me I could have sped things up any. Yet ironi- 
cally, I am glad for the extra preparation time I 
have had to prepare myself for graduate 
school. Largely because of that time, despite 
my initial frustration with it, I have received 
excellent offers from graduate music schools 
across the country.’ 

You see, Dave, there are some of us who 
(unlike yourself) major in a subject we plan to 
pursue after college, and even have made 
extensive plans to continue in graduate studies 
right up through the doctorate level. I did not 
choose my particular major just because I 


. “found the professors. . . extremely intéresting 


and inspiring,” nor because I desired to exer- 


cise my brain in the subject of “philosophy and- 


art of rigorous thought.” I am in my major 
because I love it, I love it enough to pursue it 
single-mindedly right now and right up and 
through and past graduate school— not 
because it’s a stepping stone to “open doors” 
in some other completely unrelated field of 
work. 

To those who confusedly read the March 3rd 
Universe along with myself, the premise of 
Dave’s letter is filled with the narrow-minded 


‘ignorance that frustrates us so, as when those 


in positions of influence and responsibility 
above us make subjective decisions in our 
behalf, based only upon their limited vision of

Of the 24 projects for which 
funding was allocated, the allot- 
ment of $50,000 to rubberize the — 
track at Orem Junior High 
School was the center of discus- 
sion for residents and coun- 
cilmembers. 

Among the projects which will 
be funded by the Community 
Development Block Grant are | 
$100, O00 for a new senior citi- 
zens’ center, $200,000 for partial 
payment of the Scera Park acqui- 
sition, and $439,826 for a small 
business loan program. 

Councilwoman Judy Bell, who 
voted against the recommenda- 
tions, said the only item she 
could not accept was the funding 
of the track. 

“T really look at (the track) as _ 
an Alpine School District 
responsibility,” she said, “Alpine 
School District didn’t take care 
of that area and they didn’t

Orem resident Al Spence:

Orem Junior High Principal 
Pam Hamblin disagreed. She 
said the community would be 
using the track more than stu- 
dents, which justifies the use of 
community development funds.

classes before the university was 
built. 

The buildings have been held in 
limbo for the past 22 years between 
the LDS Church and private founda- 
tions who have tried to raise enough 
money to restore the four dilapidated 
structures. So far, no one has been 
successful. 

“The buildings have stopped the 
development of that property for 22 
years,” said Mayor George Stewart. 
“The position of this administration is 
that the buildings have become dan- 
gerous to the public’s health and safe- 
ty. Something has to be done, and the 
city is in the best position to accom- 
plish it.” 

“They are more than just brick and 
mortar,” said Mike Leaventhal, of the 
Utah Heritage Foundation. “They are 
the toil and sacrifice of the people of 
the LDS Church.” 

Provo City is looking for a balance 
between safety, heritage and money, 
Stewart said. Last month, Stewart said 
the city would have to scramble to 
save even one of the four buildings in 
it’s entirety. The city will look for the 
“best possible development of the 
land,” which probably means selling 
the land to a private developer, he 
said. 

Public input at the council meeting 
varied from adamant argument that 
the buildings encompassed the history 
of Provo to calling the buildings 
“junk”. Several of the residents who 
stgod up said they attended classes at 
BY Academy. One many accused the 
council of wanting to acquire the 
property for profit. 

“Let me assure you,” said council 
member Karl Thalman, “The only 
thing we are getting out of this pur- 
chase is trouble.” 

The property is worth far more than 
the city is paying for it, Stewart said. 
The square is located in downtown 
Provo, adjacent to the crowded BYU 
campus. 

“The property was evaluaced at 
$765,000 with the buildings on it and 
at $950,000 without the buildings, but 
because of the location, the property 
is actually worth a lot more than 
that,” Stewart said. 

“We don’t want the council to 
appear cold about this issue,” said 
councilmember Shari Holweg. “Many 
of us have personal ties to the square, 
but we have to look at things very 
realistically. Time has gone against us 
in completely restoring the square.” 

Independent citizens aren’t giving 

up on trying to have the buildings 
completely restored. Cost for restora- 
tion has been set by a city representa- 
tive at approximately $20 million. 
Representatives from the Academy 
Square Land Associates say that cost 
may be considerably lower. 
_ As of now, legal easements have 
been placed on the structures, so the 
city will not be able to tear down the. 
structures without a law-suit. 

Provo. City. Attorney Gary] 
Gregerson says the city may have} 
some base to pursue a law-suit 
because the property has changed 
hands among private organizations. 
The buildings could also be torn 
down under a condemnation act by 
the city.

EPA wants to put 2 Kennecott sites on national cleanup list Fag

The Environmental Protection Agency continues to seek public 
comment on its proposal to place two Utah toxic waste sites on a 
priority list for cleanup. 

As a result of past mining and processing operations, two 
Kennecott Utah Copper Corp. mining sites have been found to 
contain high levels of heavy metals, according to information 
released by the EPA. 

Although Kennecott has made efforts to clean up the site on its 
own, EPA officials propose placing the sites on the National 
Priority List for Superfund supervision to ensure full cleanup. 

As a continuing effort to gain public understanding of the effort, 
EPA and Kennecott officials will meet with West Jordan resi- 
dents Wednesday to discuss the proposal. Information meetings 
will also be held in Magna and South Jordan. 

Alexis Fernandez, manager of media relations for Kennecott, 


said the corporation has already made significant cleanup efforts 
under the supervision of both Utah and EPA officials. 

“All of the work that we have done has been with agency over- 
sight,” Fernandez said. 

Fernandez added that current EPA cleanup procedures are not 
effective. 

“Superfund is a broken process,” Fernandez said. “It is cumber- 
some, inefficient, slow and expensive.” 

EPA officials say the cleanup will not be impaired by Superfund 
supervision. 

Work is not going to be slowed down by Superfund listing, said 
Mike Holmes, public affairs officer for the EPA. 

Holmes said the EPA negotiated with Kennecott about its desire 
for private cleanup until August 1993, when the groups reached 
an impasse. 

At that point, the EPA proposed Superfund listing to ensure 
cleanup of the sites.

Man blames guilt in sex abuse case on mental illness

An Alpine man who claims to be
